Grant contract with Heartland Big Brothers/Big Sisters to provide mentors for
20 identified high-risk youth in grades K-6. The Grantee has established a
program for the purpose of the County Juvenile Aid Program. The County shall
grant $3,000 for the services. The term of the agreement is from November 1,
2002 to January 31, 2003.

Grant contract with Catholic Social Services to provide cultural and employment
orientation to refugees and place 100 participants into employment within 4 to

60 months. The County shall make a grant in the amount of $183,810. These
funds were received from the Federal Targeted Assistance Grant. The term of

the agreement is from October 1, 2002 to September 30, 2003. (C-03-0024)

Contract amendment to an agreement with Lisa Young for the provision of
nurse practitioner services which was executed on July 9, 2002, under County
Contract No. C-02-303. The amendment provides for up to eighteen (18)
hours per week of services rather than twelve (12). The amendment also
requires the Contractor to provide the County with a current Certificate of
Insurance. All other terms and conditions shall remain in full force and effect.
